O’Kercre’s whimsical @pera of The Castle of Andalusia was, at 
length, produced here, last night. ‘This Piece in its writing will net 
bear any very strict criticism; but on the whole it is entertaining. 
The music is in general pleasing ; and as executed by the vocalists on 
this occasion, had considerable attractions : elthough, we must cbn- 
fess, that the introduced songs of Mr. Rranam, as Alphonso, drew 
most attention. ‘This gentleman was in fine voice, and sang the ce- 
lebrated song of .« The Anchor's weighed,” very finely. ‘ On this 
cold fintyrcck,”’ was also given with superior effect. The duet with 
Mr. Horn, of “ All's well,” was vapturously encored, and the ballad 
of * B7e was famed for deeds of arms.’ Mr. Braham is not the man 
to tamely sing in praise of the ladies, he, therefore, gave ‘“ Is there 
a heart,” with peculiar delicacy of expression. 


Mr. Horn was Fernando, and sang with considerable taste. Mr. 
Mitter, as Phillipo, sang two songs very well; and Mr. G. Suita, 
as Don Cesar, was encered in“ At the peaceful?’ The chief humor 
of the Piece, was, of course, in the keeping of Pedréllo and Spado, 
represented by Mr. Hartry and Mr. Kxieur. ‘The former acted 
with most comic effect as the mock Fernando, and, in the courting- 
secne particularly, kept the audience in continued laughter. There 
is an eternal good humor in Harley's face and tones, that renders him 
a great favorite with all who prefer the allegro to the penseroso. Mr. 
Knient acted Spado with much broad humor. 


Miss Srernens represented Lorenza, and her single song of “£ove ! 
Gay illusion ! was beautiful sung. Miss Povey as Victoric, sang with 
her usual effect. Mrs. H. HucHes made a very good Catalina. 


There was a crowded and genteel audience.
